2. The present application fails to satisfy the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of the claims does not involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

2.1 Dl is considered to be the prior art closest to 
the subject matter of claim 1. Said document 
discloses an input device for the activation and 
control of functions of at least one appliance 
(column 5, lines 65 and 66) , 

said input device comprising a first input element 
for generating navigation data for controlling a 
pointer on a user interface that is shown on a 
display (column 11, lines 24-29),

at least one second input element for generating 
control data, wherein functions of the appliances 
can be selected and/or activated independently of

wherein the control data generated via the second 
input element can be used independently of a unit 
that controls the user interface for controlling 
the at least one appliance (column 12, lines 1-5) .

2.3 Dependent claims 2-12 and 14-32 do not contain any 
features which, in combination with the features 
of any claim to which they refer back, meet the 
PCT requirements for inventive step (see documents 
Dl, D2 and D3 and the relevant passages cited in 
the search report) . 
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
